Instead of the instant Request for Reconsideration, Applicant would r@ve 
filed a Petition for Revival of an Unavoidably Abandoned Application under 37 
C.F.R. 1.137(a); yet not having received the Action of 28 March, Applicant is 
unable to satisfy the requirement of the rule for a reply to the Action. 


DISCUSSION 

Upon receipt of the Notice of Abandonment, the undersigned attornRECElVEED 

conducted a thorough search of his office, but was unable to discover the . . .. n « mau 
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alleged Official Action or any record of it having been received. At the same 
time, he contacted the Applicant-Assignee's counsel in Berlin, Germany, to notify 
him of the Notice of Abandonment. He also notified the Examiner in charge of 
the application by telecopy of even date herewith of the intend to seek revival of 
the application. 

The response to the enquiry received from counsel makes it clear that the 
customary copy of the action (see infra) has not been received. 

The system used by the undersigned attorney for recording and tracking 
received Official Actions is similar to those used by the Patent Departments of 
two large Boston-based industrial companies in which the attorney was formerly 
employed (from 1965 to 1992) as a Patent Attorney. 

Immediately upon receipt of an Official Action, it is date stamped, and the 
application to which the Action pertains is entered by the attorney's docket 
number in a paper calendar under the due date of such Official Action. A copy 
of the calendar sheet for the month of June 2001 is enclosed and will be found to 
display the docket numbers of several cases, except the one of the instant 
application, viz.: 990326. 

The Action is then copied in toto and sent to the attorney's client for its 
comments and advice, sometimes with suggestions outlining a possible 
response. 

Thereafter, the Official Action is placed in the file folder of its application 
and placed in a special file cabinet reserved for cases with pending Official 
Actions, in the chronological order the due dates of such Actions, for 
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subsequent response. 

In the case at hand, no Official Action has been received; as indicated by 
the fact that the application file was retrieved, when the Notice of Abandonment 
came to hand, not from the special filing cabinet but from a general file where 

files of applications are kepi which require no action. 

In light of the circumstances described, it is earnestly urged that revival of 
the application accompanied by a copy of the lost Official Action and waiver of 
the fee pursuant to 37 C.F.R. 1 .17(1) are indicated and are courteously solicited.
